Survey of Service Views on Navy-Marine Corps 
Selection Started by Army and Navy Journal 


In an effort to be of the greatest pos- 
sible assistance to the Senate Naval 
Affairs Committee in its study of the 
Navy personnel system—launched this 
week—the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL is 
sending to every commissioned officer of 
the Navy and Marine Corps a question- 
naire to ascertain the views of the ser- 
vice on the personnel problem. 

To Senator David I. Walsh, chairman 
of the Senate Naval Affairs Committee, 
who has expressed interest in the survey 
conducted last year by the ARMY AND 
NAvy JOURNAL of the views of officers as 
to the personnel situation, the ARMY AND 
NAVY JOURNAL suggested the advisability 
of conducting an up-to-date poll of service 
opinion on the subject. Senator Walsh re- 
plied that he has no objection to the sur- 
vey and he would be pleased to have the 
data for his own information and for 
presentation to his committee.

Medical Department Increase 

An increase in the commissioned 
strength of the Medical and Dental Corps 
of the Army is proposed in an amendment 
to the Army appropriation submitted this 
week by Senator Morris Sheppard of Tex. 

Fifty additional medical officers and 2h 
additional dental officers would be 
allowed under the terms of the proposal. 
Prospects for Senate approval of the in- 
crease are considered good, despite the 
present drive for economy. Last year, it 
will be recalled the Senate amended the 


appropriation bill to authorize 200 addi- | 
tional medical and 100 additional dental | 


officers. As finally passed the measure 
provided for 50 additional for the former 
corps and 25 for the latter. While the 
increase has not been approved by the 
Burea uof the Budget, it is believed to 
be favored by the War Department. 
Senator Royal S. Copeland, D. of N. Y., 
chairman of the subcommittee in charge 
of Army appropriations, introduced a bill 
this week to authorize 150 additional 
medical officers and 75 additional dental 
officers. The increase, under the bill, 
would be provided in three equal annual 
increments. The measure, 8. 2311, which 
was referred to the Senate Military

Asks Army Enlisted Pay Raise 

Representative Costello, D. of Calif., 
has introduced two bills in the House 
providing an increase in pay for Army en- 
listed men of the four lowest pay grades. 

Under HR 6786, the 1922 Pay Act 
would be amended to provide $31 instead 
of $21 as the monthly.rate of pay for 
privates, and under HI} 6895, the pay of 
the sixth grade would be raised from $30 
to $36 a month, the pay of the fifth grade 
from $42 to $54 a month and the pay of 
the fourth grade from $54 to $60 a month. 

“My personal thought is that Army en 
listed men are underpaid at present,” Mr. 
Costello told the AkMy AND Navy Jour 
NAL this week. “At least a minimum of a 
dollar a day should be provided, and 
higher amounts for the other lower 
grades. Enlisted men have to spend at 
least five or six dollars a month for 
laundry, shaving equipment and other 
necessities, which leaves them very little 
for their personal use. 

“When the War Department submits 
its views on the bills, I shall probably ask 
for a hearing by the military committee. 
At present, I believe we should increase 
the pay of the lowest paid soldiers and 
later investigate the question of increases 
for the commissioned officers and the 
higher ranking enlisted men.”

Selection Query Begun 
In Senate Naval Group 


Following a preliminary discussion of 
the Navy selection problem at a meeting 
of the Senate Naval Affairs Committee 
this week, the committee agreed to make 
a study of the question and call naval 
officers and others interested before it for 
a hearing. 

How extensive the hearings will be de- 
pends upon later determination by the 
committee. It is to meet with officials of 
the Navy Department first in executive 
session and then to decide whether hear- 
ings shall be public and who shall be 
called. The matter is expected to be taken 
up by the committee some day next week. 

Three important developments were re- 
vealed during the discussion before the 
committee, May 4, as follows: 

Adm, William D. Leahy, Chief of Naval 
Operations, asked by Senator Walsh to 
consider the matter and to inform the 
committee on the Navy Department’s 
views as to the committee studying the 
problem and to explain what the Depart- 
ment is doing to remedy present difficul- 
ties, replied that the Bureau of Naviga- 
tion is studying the matter now “trying 
to work out something that will satisfy 
the people that are not promoted,” 

Senator Walsh revealed that the Board 
of Visitors to the Naval Academy had dis- 
cussed advisability of giving the Aca- 
demic Board power to consider aptitude 
of midshipmen for a career in the Navy 
in deciding on their qualifications for 
graduation and commissioning and put 
forth the possibility of the Naval Com- 
mittee sponsoring legislation to this effect. 

Senator Walsh declared himself in 
favor of providing some means for dis- 
charging young officers not considered to 
be entirely efficient, rather than retiring 
them with other oflicers retired because 
of lack of vacancies in the upper rank. 

Meanwhile, in the House, Representa- 
tive Melvin J. Maas, R. of Minn., an- 
nounced that within the next week or so, 
he would introduce a bill to change the 
Navy selection system. His bill would 
provide the promotion of ten per cent by 
selection up, the elimination of‘ ten per 
cent by selection out, with the remaining 
80 per cent advancing by seniority. 

At a meeting of the Senate Naval Com- 
mittee, May 4, following testimony by 
Admiral Leahy on the auxiliary ship bill, 
Senator Walsh brought up the selection 
question. 

“Senator Davis is here,” he announced, 
“He has a resolution providing for the 
suspension of the operation of selection 
boards. Senator Sheppard also has a bill 
dealing with the Naval Academy class of 
1920 which we should consider.” 

Turning to the committee clerk, Chair- 
man Walsh asked if there were any other 
bills before them on the same general 
subject and being informed that there 
were not, continued: 

“Senator Davis, have 
ment you wish to make?”

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Y Newspaper Editors Comment on Appropriationstfor National Defense 


Editors of the nation’s newspapers, commenting on the appropriations for national 
defense, in the majority of cases feel that in view of world conditions and the grow- 
ing armament races that the United States must pay the price and be prepared. In 
the following editorials editors discuss the nation’s defense funds: 


“The House Appropriations Committee in recommending further boosts in funds 
for the military arm in future budgets, pointed to ‘the extremely disturbing military 
situation’,” declares the Portland, Me., Press-Herald. “This country lacks, the Com- 
mittee said, tanks, armored cars, semi-automatic rifles, anti-aircraft guns, ammuni- 
tion and motors. Funds must be forthcoming without stint; if not, deferment of 
personal expansion and perhaps contraction, will result. Such seems to be the result 
of the armament race abroad. 

‘At the same time, the committee was enthusiastic over the War Department’s 
recently adopted protective mobilization plan which may result in a very consider- 
able reduction of war reserve requirements. This plan provides infantry divisions of 
13,000 men instead of the present 22,000, and permits swifter movement to points of 
military need. * * * 

“We may roar our displeasure at the constantly expanding needs of the military 
and naval services. But the fact remains that the world stands in danger of being 
Hitlerized, This country is not responsible for the great increase in armaments, They 
are a fact of modern life. The point is not whether this fact is a disgrace to civiliza- 
tion, but what are we going to do about it. The only sensible thing is to pay the price 
and get ready for any eventuality. After all, that is considerably cheaper than trying 
to win a war thrust upon us by our own unpreparedness.” 


“The decision of the House appropriations committee to report two War Depart- 
ment appropriation bills, one for support of the military establishment and the other 
for such purposes as flood control and river and harbor work, is evidently based on a 
desire to combat pacifist propaganda,” states the Providence, R. I., Journal. * * * 

“The policy of separating military and non-military expenditures may serve use- 
fully to direct public attention to the extensive work performed by the Corps of Army 
Engineers on projects benefiting the civilian population. The improvement and main- 
tenance of channels, harbors, jetties and breakwaters are of the first importance to 
commercial shipping to port cities, to land transportation agencies, and to inland 
areas with an interest in either imports or exports. Flood control measures may like- 
wise be indispensable, for they protect farms and settlements from disaster, increase 
water storage and tend to equalize the flow of rivers, many of which are used for 
power and public water supply purposes, 

“But also it should be somewhat easier under this policy of grouping the military 
and non-military expenses of the War Department separately to combat any efforts 
in Congress to load the rivers-and-harbors appropriations bill for example, with pork 


barrel items having little or no economic justification. Marine works are notoriously 
expensive, and should have the careful advance study which the new method may 
encourage Congress to make.” 


The Indianapolis News defending the large War Department appropriations says, 
“The part played by the United States in efforts to bring about armament re duction 
since the war and to do away with war as a means of settling international differe nces 
acquits this country of any design to participate in the armament race which the 
President well defines as involving a serious threat of bankruptcy. The United States 
has consistently worked for armament limitation by agreement, und has set the 
example. It was good faith leadership. But the world declined to follow. Every strong 
power except the United States set out on its own plan of national defense. That left 
no choice to the United States. As a self-reliant power, it had to rearm. This new 
policy is being carried forward successfully. The administration has done well with 
it. The people realize that if the budget were pared to necessary expenses, the pro- 
portion for national defense would be much above 13 per cent, but still it would be 
much below the rate in the countries that are setting the pace.” 


“With most of the world feverishly beating its plowshares into swords, protests 
against the increase in the War Department appropriation contemplated in the 1938 
budgets ure likely to be feeble,” thinks the Washington Post. “However bitter the 
realization that the United States is joining in the ominous business, there is some 
consolation in the fact that its new military program will involve an increase over 
last year of only $28,000,000. This is picayune in contrast with Britain’s recently 
announced jump in defense outlays, for example.” 


“If our discovery of certain American military authorities that the United States 
is spending a smaller proportion of its national income on armaments than any other 
world power was intended to reassure the American taxpayer, it is not very likely to 
succeed,” states the Kansas City, Mo., Times. “Our expenditures upon national de 
fense have been ranging from around 1 billion dollars a year, some four times the 
corresponding figure in 1914. It is true that our national income also has increased, 
but the fact that other governments spending equivalent amounts today are even less 
able to afford such extravagance is fairly cold comfort to the man or woman who 
must help to pay the bill. * * * 

“The only fair method of estimating the justification for our current defense 
appropriations is to take into account such factors as the possible danger of an attack, 
the conditions under which it would have to be conducted and the general level of the 
armaments of the nations that might be involved. It may be that, having regard for 
all relevant considerations, our present scale of expenditures for this purpose is war- 
ranted. But the fortune that has made us the wealthiest nation on earth offers no 
excuse also for being the most prodigal.”

“The Navy will continue to study the 
possible utility of lighter-than-airships 
for naval purposes. It has heretofore ap- 
peared that their possible use for naval 
purposes does not justify the expenditure 
of funds necessary for their construction 
and operation. However, under continued 
study it may develop otherwise. 

“The Hindenburg tragedy will not ad- 
versely affect the Navy’s decision in this 
matter because it resulted from a hydro- 
gen fire and American ships use instead 
of the highly inflammable hydrogen an 
inert gas helium which, while it has less 
lifting power than hydrogen, does not 
either burn or explode. 

“The matter has received, and will con- 
tinue to have, fullest consideration. 

“Those who sponsored the Hinden- 
burg voyages have our deepest sym- 
pathy in this untoward calamity, and I 
deeply deplore the loss of life occasioned 
thereby.”

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Sen. Walsh Issues Navy Pamphlet 


Senator David I. Walsh, D. of Mass., 
Chairman of the Senate Naval Affairs 
Committee, with the assistance and co- 
operation of the Navy Department, has 
prepared and had printed as a Senate 
Document “The United States Navy,” a 
pandy book in pamphlet form. 

The book which is 70 pages long is the 
frst of its type ever compiled and brings 
together a great number of facts about 
the Navy. It is divided into seven chap- 
ters: History, the Navy Department, 
shore Establishments, the Fleet, Person- 
pel, Naval Reserve and Marine Corps. 


Under the chapter on Personnel there 
js a factual description of the Navy pro- 
motion system. Discussing forced elimi- 
pation, the cost and errors of the system, 
the book states: 

“Many who fail of selection are efficient offi 
cers but lack of vacaneles prevents their ad 
yancement. To retain them would devitalize 
the Navy list for inevitably they would block 
the flow of promotion. Besides, their occu- 
pancy of the billets in their grade would deny 
to the younger officers the opportunity to fill 
those billets and gain the requisite experi 
ence so essential in their professional de 
velopment. 

“The concern sometimes expressed over the 
cost of retirement of those not selected is 
not justified, for the statistician with actuary 
tables and pay tables at hand will quickly 
fnd that both initially and over a period of 
years it is cheaper to put the higher ranking, 
passed-over officer on the retired list at re 
duced pay, replacing him with an ensign in 
the low pay scale, than it is to continue him 
on active duty with full pay and allowances 
to the retirement age of 64 and then to replace 
him with an ensign, * * * 

“Naturally, of the hundreds graduated an 
pually from the Naval Academy, relatively 
few become rear admirals. The interests of 
the Nation require that only the very best 
should reach the top. The interests of justice 
require that those officers who have served 
well and faithfully to the best of their indi 
vidual capacities should not be cast aside. 
These interests the selection system strives to 
erve. It has been evolved through genera- 
tions of experience and study. Today and in 
the years to come many capable minds will 
endeavor to find means of overcoming its 
faults while maintaining its merits. As selec 
tion boards are human agencies they will err 
from time to time. Occasionally officers will 
fail of selection who are better fitted than 
some of those promoted but it is safe to say 
t the best men will rarely ever be passed 
ov and that those unchosen will be, if not 
the least fit, among the least fit for further 
advancement and that those promoted will be 
the best fitted to train the fleet in peace and 
to lead it in war.”

Motorized Concentration 

Ft. Lewis. Wash.——This post is now the 
scene of one of the most unusual military 
concentrations ever held in the North 
west. The entire 3d Division, except the 
76th Field Artillery from the Presidio of 
Monterey, California, and Ft. Francis FE. 
Warren, Wyo., the 3d Battalion, 4th In- 
fantry from Ft. Lincoln, N. D., and the 
Chilkoot Barracks, Alaska, Detachment 
of the 7th Infantry, is concentrated here. 

Traveling mostly by motor convoys the 
various units arrived at Ft. Lewis, April 
23. The 30th Infantry came from the 
Presidio of San Francisco, Calif., by 
motor convoy, covering almost a thousand 
miles in five days of travel. The 38th In- 
fantry from Ft. Douglas, Utah, covering 
about the same distance in the same 
length of time. The troops of the 4th In- 
fantry at Ft. Missoula, Mont., traveled 
by motor convoy to Ft. George Wright, 
Wash., in one day. From Ft. George 
Wright some 300 of the officers and en 
listed men of the 4th Infantry traveled 
by motor convoy to Ft. Lewis, in two 
days. The remaining 600 made the trip 
by train, traveling all night and arrived 
the morning of April 23. The 7th Infantry 
‘ame from Vancouver Barracks, Wash., 
by motor convoy, as did the 6th Engi- 
neers from Ft. Lawton, Wash. The motor 
equipment of the 9th and 10th Field Ar 
tillery Regiments, and the 2nd Battalion, 
6th Engineers, and other Ft. Lewis or- 
ganizations assisted in transporting the 
various regiments to the Northwest Con- 
centration Point at Ft. Lewis. 

The concentration of the 3d Division at 
Ft. Lewis, comprises one of the greatest 
concentrations of motorized behicles in 
the history of the Army’s motorization. 
When all units have returned to their re 
spected stations, late in May, their com 
bined motor equipment will have traveled 
slightly over one million “truck miles.”

Approve Reserve Pension Bill 

Amended to conform with the sugges 
tions of the Veterans Administration and 
the War Department, the Gasque bill pro- 
viding pensionable status for officers and 
enlisted men of the Army, Navy, Marine 
Corps Reserves was reported to the 
House this week. 

The House Pensions Committee in ap 
proving the bill decided to take up separ 
ately the question of providing pensions 
for members of the National Guard dis 
abled while undergoing summer training. 
Declaring that while they consider that 
“there is considerable merit” in the 
Guard’s appeal for inclusion in the bill, 
in view of the fact that the President 
vetoed a similar measure last year be 
cause they were included, the committee 
said that it had decided to deal with the 
National Guard in separate legislation. 
“The committee is giving serious study 
to this matter at the present time,” it was 
said. 





Proposes Navy Reorganization 


Representative Melvin J. Maas, R. of 
Minn., announced this week that he was 
preparing a bill to reorganize the Navy 
Department and set up a modified Gen- 
eral Staff system in place of the present 
bureau system. 

“I am preparing a bill to completely 
reorganize the administration of the 
Navy Department,” the second ranking 
minority member of the House Naval 
Committee said. “The measure provides 
a modified form of the Army’s General 
Staff system, and would abolish the bu- 
reau system now in vogue. The Chief 
of Naval Operations under the bill would 
become the Chief of Staff. 

“I believe that at present there is over- 
lapping in authority in the bureaus and 
also serious gaps in authority between 
the bureaus and not a proper chain of 
authority such as would exist under a 
General Staff system. 

“Back in 1919, President Roosevelt, 
then Assistant Secretary of the Navy, 
testifying before a special congressional 
committee considering Governmental re- 
organization, criticized the bureau sys- 
tem of the Navy ‘antiquated’ and 
said: 

“*We all feel in the Navy Department, 
quite frankly, that the present bureau 
system concentrates too much dog-in-the- 
manger policy on the part of each bureau 
as against every other bureau; that they 
are not all working sufficiently for the 
common end of the Navy Department, 
and that they are working too much for 
the particular good of their own par- 
ticular bureau. And that has gone on 
through administration after administra- 
tion. It has been the history of the De- 
partment for 50 years.’ 

“That is equally true today. 
ganization is a crying need. 

“The administration of Navy Depart- 
ment policy should be in civilian hands, 
It is for this reason that our fundamental 
law holds that the Secretary of War and 
the Secretary of the Navy shall be a civil- 
ian. Under the situation in the Navy 
now and in the past this objective has 
not been carried out.”

Review USNA Resignations 


The House Naval subcommittee in- 
vestigating the impending forced resig- 
nation of 142 midshipmen because of eye- 
sight deficiencies, was informed this week 
that 61 of the midshipmen would be re- 
tained as the result of a reexamination. 

Kear Adm. P. 8S. Rossiter, Surgeon 
General of the Navy, told the committee 
May 4 that in reexamining the midship- 
men, the policy was to approve all cases 
in which there was the slightest possibil- 
ity that they might be able to pass the 
minimum requirements for officers of the 
Line. He said that the number of failures 
this year as the result of defective vision 
was not abnormal, that the reason that 
there were more this year than previous- 
ly was because the optical examination 
had been extended to first year men for 
the first time. 

Forty-eight of those to be dropped, it 
was said, were first year men, most of 
whom were suffering from myopia, an 
adolescent malady that does not become 
apparent until between the ages of 16 and 
18. In an effort to reduce the number of 
eliminations in the future, it was said, the 
Naval Academy entrance requirements 
have been tightened, so as to deny admit- 
tance to any candidates showing any de- 
gree of myopia or myopic astigmatism. 

Admiral Rossiter told the committee 
that President Roosevelt had personally 
interested himself in the matter and had 
directed that the question be studied with 
a view to retaining as many of the mid- 
shipmen as possible. The President took 
the view, it was said, that many of the 
midshipmen, who could not pass the ex- 
aminations for entrance in the Line, 
might be available for Staff Corps ap- 
pointment or positions in other branches 
of the Government. 

The House Naval subcommittee will 
meet again next week, Chairman Patrick 
Drewry announced, 
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Would Aid Sergeant-Instructors 


A bill for the relief of a number of 
Sergeant-Instructors of the National 
Guard was sent to Congress this week by 
the War Department. 

The purpose of the proposed legislation 
is to validate numerous payments, now 
disallowed by the Comptroller General, 
for the rental of quarters to Sergeant- 
Instructors. The proposed bill would im- 
power the Secretary of War administra- 
tively to determine whether the Govern- 
ment received value for money expended, 
notwithstanding certain irregularities in 
connection with the leases. 

For a period of years prior to 1933, 
enlisted men of the Army on duty with 
the National Guard were allowed, in ad- 
dition to their pay, a payment of rent, 
heat and light in kind, the amount to not 
exceed $35 a month. In 1933 as the re- 
sult of the discovery of certain irregu- 
larities, a complete investigation was 
made by the Inspection General’s Depart- 
ment and it was found that in a number 
of cases, men had through a dummy 
rented quarters owned by himself in 
order to draw payment and in other 
eases had rented quarters for the full 
amount of the $35 and then received 
a rebate from the lessor. 

Following the discovery of the irregu- 
larities, the War Department placed all 
non-commissioned officers on a straight 
commutation basis at $22.50 a month, 
and moved to punish offenders and se- 
cure reimbursement of the money wrong- 
fully received. Punishment has _ been 
meted out in all cases where it is con- 
sidered deserved, it is said, and as to 
the refundment, it is considered that the 
whole amount of the allowance paid 
should not be collected. The law con- 
templated, it was said, that the Govern- 
ment should pay the rent, heat and light 
involved, and it is believed that the ends 
of justice will be served if the bill is 
passed. 

In the proposed bill the War Depart- 
ment asks that it be allowed to determine 
the fair amount of the rent, heat and 
light involved in each case, and collect 
back from the men only the amount re- 
ceived above this, validating the re- 
mainder of the sums paid. 

The bill also provides that where men 
have paid back more than what will be 
considered due after the fair amount of 
the rent, heat and light is allowed, they 
may submit a claim for the excess paid, 

In a lengthy letter of submittal, Secre- 
tary Woodring states that the War De 
partment was partially at fault in the 
matter and suggests that the “meager 
pay allowances” received by the men, “in 
some cases less than has been paid on re- 
lief,” had something to do with irregu- 
larities, 

“The investigation shows beyond all 
doubt that these old sergeants are not 
criminals nor were the irregularities en- 
tered into for the purpose of fraud,” Mr. 
Woodring says. “The non-commissioned 





officers were the victims of a train of un- 
fortunate circumstances arising from 
faulty regulations and improper adminis- 
tration.” 


Secretary Woodring Confirmed 


The nomination of the Hon. Harry H. 
Woodring to be Secretary of War was 
confirmed by the Senate May 6. The Sen- 
ate voted to notify the President immedi- 
ately instead of following the usual pro- 
cedure of withholding notification for two 
executive sessions. 


Army Appropriation Bill 

Hearings on the military appropriation 
bill will not be started before the Senate 
subcommittee on Army appropriations 
until the bill carrying non-military appro- 
priations under the War Department has 
passed the House and the two measures 
can be considered together, Senator Royal 
S. Copeland, D. of N. Y., chairman of the 
subcommittee said this week. 

His announcement aroused consider- 
able concern in Army circles lest the $416,- 
413,382 measure be cut drastically by the 
Senate committee to permit inclusion of 
funds for flood control work. Senator 
Copeland has been urging that at least 
$60,000,000 be provided this year for flood 
control, a move that is opposed by the 
Administration. If the two bills are con- 
solidated or reported to the Senate 
together, cuts might be made in the mili- 
tary appropriations to balance increases 
in the non-military funds. 

Senator Copeland said that hearings 
would be delayed on the military bill for 
about ten days or two weeks anyway be- 
cause of other measures before the Sen- 
ate Appropriations Committee. In addi- 
tion, he said, he wanted to take up the 
two War Department bills together and 
said that it was possible that his com- 
mittee might decide to consolidate them 
into one bill. 

In a recent address before the U. 8. 
Chamber of Commerce, Senator Copeland 
declared that $60,000,000 at least, should 
be appropriated for flood control, this 
year, and called on the Chamber to oppose 
a movement on foot to make the Army 
engineers subordinate to “authorities” to 
be set up somewhat similar to the T, V. A. 
to handle flood control. Referring to 8. 
1440, introduced by Senators Barkley and 
Bulkley, Administration stalwarts, which 
would set up Flood Control Authorities 
throughout the country, “to construct, 
through the Corps of Engineers” the 
necessary work involved, Senator Cope- 
land said: 

“Tam quite unwilling to have a lot more 
‘authorities’ set up to deal with these 
problems. I am willing to trust the Board 
of Army Engineers. For 150 years they 
have shown their honesty and integrity 
and scientific capacity, and they are the 
ones to do this work.

out—that each board shall construct, 
through the Army Engineers, but a Board 
of Engineers that will be like the Supreme 
Court when they have a lot of wet nurses 
to take care of them.” 

One reason Senator Copeland intends 
to hold up action on the military bill until 
the non-military measure reaches the Sen- 
ate, is to see what is provided therein 
which might affect the Corps of Engineers 
along the lines of the Barkley-Buckley 
bill. Hearings on the non-military bill 
were started yesterday before the House 
subcommittee on Army appropriations. 


Preference for Regulars 


A plea for adequate preference for 
veterans of the regular services was pre- 
sented to the Civil Service Commission 
May 3 by Walter Johnson, National Com- 
mander, Regular Veterans Association. 


Mr. Johnson made an able presentation 
of the cause of the Regulars at the con- 
clusion of which he summarized as fol- 
lows: 

We also realize that there are limitations 
as to veterans preference by Executive Order, 
and that legislation may be necessary if the 
preference was expanded to any great extent. 
As set forth previously, we would urge the 
following slight changes: 

1. Retain present 5 point preference for 
those not disabled in service, but extend it to 
the extent that men may get re-opened exam- 
inations for registers up to six months after 
separation from the service. 

2. Retain present 10 point preference for 
those disabled in line of duty and for widows 
of men whose lives are lost in line of duty, 
and for wives of men disabled in line of duty 
who are themselves not employable, and for 
these groups we would urge that there be 
an absolute preference in retention (except 
removal for charges) and a preference on re- 
instatement and re-employment lists. 

3. For retired men we would urge the pres- 
ent 5 points preference with an addition to 
the extent that men who have serevd for more 
than sixteen years shall be entitled to non- 
competitive examination as well as to re- 
opened examinations for six months as in 
point numbered one above 

In the course of his presentation Mr. 
Johnson said:

the measure, so that we may look into the 
situation.” 

“There is considerable interest in this 
matter throughout the Navy,” Senator 
Walsh stated. “One of the service maga- 
zines yesterday gave me a postcard con- 
taining a list of questions which will be 
sent to all officers. Some time ago they 
made a survey of the service on the sub- 
ject, and now they intend to bring it up 
to date. The questions are as follows :” 

Senator Walsh then proceded to read 
from the card. (A list of the questions in 
the survey to be made appears elsewhere 
in this issue of the JourNaAL.) As he con- 
cluded, Senator Guy M. Gillette, -D. of 
Iowa, a member of the committee, asked 
what publication was to make the survey. 

“The ArMY AND Navy JOURNAL,” re- 
plied Chairman Walsh, and then turning 
to Admiral Leahy, and handing him the 
card, asked, “Wlil you confer with the 
proper officers at the Navy Department 
and give us your views as to the commit- 
tee making a study of this problem. And 
also tell us what the Navy is doing in 
the matter—-preliminary to the committee 
study.” 

Admiral Leahy said that he would 
turn the card over to the Bureau of Navi- 
gation. 

“They are the ones who have charge 
of personnel,” he said, “Admiral Andrews 
is the man. However, I might say that 
I was Chief of the Bureau of Navigation 
on my last tour of shore duty and I am 
very familiar with this problem. I can 
give you my views on the subject now.” 

“Congressman Ditter is very much in- 
terested in the matter,” put in Senator 
Davis, “and T would like to have the com- 
mittee go into the subject and see if we 
can’t improve conditions in the Navy.” 

“T wish that someone could tell me 
what there is we can do,” Admiral Leahy 
said, “I have studied the problem for 
many years and I don’t know what can 
be done.” 

Senator Walsh then told the commit- 
tee that the Board of Visitors to the 
Naval Academy, of which he is a mem- 
ber, had discussed a matter involved in 
the selection question at its meeting at 
Annapolis last week. 

“We were told,” he said, “that under 
present law no one can deny a commis- 
sion to a midshipman as long as he quali- 
fies mentally and physically for appoint- 
ment. No one can consider his aptitude 
for the service, even though the academic 
board unanimously agree that he is not 
adapted for the life. A small number of 
midshipmen are graduated and commis- 
sioned each year, we were informed, that 
the board considers will not make good 
officers. I think that the committee may 
well consider whether or not we should 
change the law to give the academic board 
the authority to pass on the aptitude as 
well as the marks of the midshipmen. 

“Tt seems to me that we should elimi- 
nate men who are unfit for the service in 
their early days. We should not keep 
them on and then put them on the retired 
list with pay for the rest of their life. The 
Government owes no obligation to young 
men who have been given a free education 
and paid while receiving it. If found to 
be unfit, we should have some means of 
getting rid of them.” 

“That is entirely practical,” Admiral 
Leahy stated. “The troube is, it would not 
help us very much. The difficulty lies in 
the fact that there are twice as many lieu- 
tenants as lieutenant commanders. That 
means that only half of them can be 
promoted. That is all there is to it. The 
only question there is, is as to what 
you will do with those that you cannot 
promote. At present we keep them on the 
active list for seven additional years. You 
can get rid of them at once or you can 
keep them longer—although I do not be- 
lieve that it would be wise in most cases 
to keep them any longer than seven years. 
The situation is the same all the way up. 
There are twice as many lieutenant com- 
manders as commanders, and twice as 
many commanders as captains. Therefore 
only half of them can be promoted. That 





is the problem. If any one can discover a 
way to solve it, I would like to hear it.” 

“T have sensed no dissatisfaction in the 
service because of this situation,” he con- 
tinued. “These lieutenants are intelligent 
men. They know that only half of their 
number can go up. The only disagreement 
is as to what should be done with those 
who cannot be promoted.” 

“The difficulty I see,” Senator Walsh 
said, “is that the inefficient get the same 
treatment as the efficient. If you have 400 
lieutenants up for promotion and only 200 
are promoted, the other 200 are placed 
on the retired list regardless of their rela- 
tive merit.” 

Admiral Leahy said that that was cor- 
rect. 

“That means,” continued the committee 
chairman, “That you are continually 
building up your retired list, and provid- 
ing larger and larger amounts for retired 
pay. That is what we must correct.” 

Senator Walsh said that he had talked 
to many commanding officers and had 
asked them as to the number of officers 
there were retired who were not capable 
officers. He said that they always hesi- 
tated and then usually replied that it 
was a small percentage. He said that he 
was opposed to the retirement of these 
officers. 

“When the retirement day comes,” he 
said, “the inefficient fellow gets the same 
treatment as the man who was number 
201 on the list.” 

“T wish, Admiral Leahy,” he continued, 
“that vou would think the matter over 
and let us have your views. The com- 
mittee, sooner or later, will have to make 
a statement of policy on the subject. 
Every time I run into a naval officer, they 
speak to me, usually in confidence, about 
the selection problem. They are not al- 
ways critical. Many of them are of much 
the same opinion as you, that they do not 
know of any solution. The question now 
comes up as to whether we should do 
something about it.” 

“T might say,” Admiral Leahy declared, 
“That the Department is making a study 
of the problem now. The Bureau of Navi- 
gation is trying to work out something 
that will satisfy the people that are not 
promoted.” 

Chairman Walsh asked the Chief of 
Operations if the Navy, in its studies had 
compared their system with that of the 
Army. Admiral Teahy, explaining that 
the Army operated on a seniority system 
up to promotion to general officer, went 
on to say: 

“This results in their coloniels being 
very old—too old, we think, for our pur- 
poses. In time of peace, however, we 
haven't much of an Army. There is not 
much for them to do and there are many 
jobs around the country that do not put 
much physical or mental strain on them. 
In our service, it is quite different, we 
must have young and fit men to command 
our ships.” 

Senator Gillette then wanted to know 
what the thought behind the Davis reso- 
lution was. Senator Davis replied that he 
was not very familiar with it and desired 
a hearing so that he could go into it. 
Chairman Walsh said that it would oper- 
ate to retain officers who would otherwise 
be retired on the active list at full pay for 
a year. 

“T am informed,” Admiral Leahy broke 
in, “that the Bureau of Navigation esti- 
mates that the cost of the Army system 
is a little higher than that of our system.” 

Senator Walsh then stated that the 
committee would like to have Admiral 
Andrews come up before them and that 
they would have a hearing on the subject 
in the near future, probably next week. 
He asked that Admiral Andrews get in 
touch with the committee as to the 
matter.

Navy Shore Construction Bill 


A one year shore construction program 
was submitted to Congress this week by 
the Navy Department, with the approval 
of the Bureau of the Budget, contemplat- 
ing the expenditure of $18,986,000 for con- 
struction of a new naval supply depot at 
Oakland, Calif., and for quarters and 
other buildings at existing naval stations. 

No limit of cost was contained in the 
text of the bill submitted by the Depart- 
ment and introduced by Senator Walsh 
and Representative Vinson, the measure 
simply listing the projects and specifying 
that they should each conform to a num- 
bered Bureau of Yards and Docks draw- 
ing. In an accompanying letter, Secretary 
of the Navy Swanson gave a lump sum 
estimate of the total cost of the projects, 
stating: 

“The proposed bill provides for the most 
important public works items needed by 
the Navy which may be commenced dur- 
ing one year and it is not a complete pro- 
gram covering all the needs of the Navy.” 

The measure involves considerably less 
construction than was provided in last 
year’s public works bill submitted by the 
Department but not passed. As submitted 
the bill carried approximately $30,000,000 
and did not include the Oakland Supply 
Base, which was sent up separately. The 
items listed in this year’s bill follow: 

Navy Yard, Pearl Harbor, Hawaii: Pur- 
chase of land, at a cost not to exceed $165,000. 

Submarine Base, New London, Connecticut: 
Submarine training school building and ac- 
cessories. 

Fleet Air Base, Coco Solo, Canal Zone: Quar 
ters and accessories for officers. 

Fleet Air Base, Pearl Harbor, Hawaii: Final 
assembly shop building and accessories. 

Naval radio and direction-finder stations: 
Annapolis, Md., additional facilities, including 
buildings and accessories and purchase of 
land; Mare Island, Calif., master receiving 
and control station, including buildings and 
accessories and purchase of land; high-fre- 
quency transmitting station, including build- 
ings and accessories: Oahu, Hawaii, radio re- 
ceiving station, including buildings and acces- 
sories and purchase of land. 

Naval Supply Depot, San Diego, Calif.: 
Storage buildings and accessories. 

Naval Supply Depot, Oakland, Calif.: Fleet 
supply facilities, including buildings and ac- 
cessories, waterfront structures, dredging, 
and purchase of land.

Senator Copeland introduced an Ad- 
ministration measure in the Senate this 
week which would amend the laws re- 
lating to enlistments in the Coast Guard 
and bring them on a par with those of 
the Army and Navy. The principal pro- 
visions of the bill are: 

1. Enlisted men must make all time 
lost by confinement due to unauthorized 
absence from duty or illness due to their 
own misconduct. 

2. Enlisted men may extend their en 
listments for one, two or three years. 

3. Authorizes the commanding officer 
of a ship to detain temporarily an en- 
listed man beyond his enlistment if he 
considers it to be in the public interest. 

4. Clarifies and extends the law re- 
garding hospitalization. All personnel, 
active or retired, will be entitled to 
medical, surgical and dental treatment 
and hospitalization. Also dependents 
may receive “medical advice and out 
patient treatment” and hospitalization, 
if accommodations are available, at a per 
diem cost. 

5. Permits Filipinos serving in the 





Coast Guard the same privileges as to 
naturalization as that in the Navy. 

6. Permits the Distinguished Flying 
Cross to be awarded to Coast Guard | 
flyers. | 

7. Cadets entering the U. 8S. Coast 
Guard Academy will be credited with 
$250 for clothing and equipment. (This 
will be deducted from their pay later). 

8. Permit retired officers to accept an- 
other office, the same as Army and Navy 
officers. They will be exempt from the 
law prohibiting anyone drawing $2,500 
from being appointed to another office.

TO EVPRY OFFICER of the Navy and the Marine Corps we are mailing a 
letter asking his opinion of the selection system and suggestions for its improve- 
ment. We are doing so in order to assist Senator Walsh, Chairman of the Senate 
Naval Committee, and the Committee, in the study of the system which they have 
begun, as a result of a Senate Resolution introduced by Senator Davis, of Pennsy!- 
vania and a bill introduced by Senator Sheppard of Texas. Kefore mailing the 
letter, we submitted a draft of it to the distinguished Massachusetts statesman. 
He made a few minor changes in the text, and in the revised form it has been 
copied and posted. The Service will recall our poll of the winter of 1985-36. ‘hat 
was not made complete because we were advised that the General Board had 
been directed to make an inquiry and report to the Secretary, and it was suggested 
to us that as what we wanted was results it would be helpful if we were to.drop 
the matter temporarily. Results were what we wanted, and we complied with the 
suggestion. The Board made its report, and the Department suppressed it, although 
some of the officials favor its publication, Since nothing of any value in the way of 
reform of the system developed, we have been urging a congressional inquiry. ‘he 
study which Senator Walsh and his Committee have determined upon is not to be 
labelled an investigation. That word implies a probe of the Department, which is 
not intended, It is merely the system of promotion by selection which is to be 
examined microscopically, and the pertinent facts thereby obtained studied. It is 
here the information to secure which the confidential poll the ArMy AND Navy 
JouRNAL is undertaking, will be of value. In connection with his service as a mem- 
ber of the Naval Affairs Committee and its chairman, Senator Walsh has been 
familiarizing himself particularly with personnel problems. He has had contact 
with a large number of officers. He states that it is an important problem and 
may require many months of study. But because he believes in action only after 
he is in possession of all the facts, he wants to get those facts; and through the 
poll of the Army ANp Navy JournaL he will obtain information of value to 
his Committee. It is for the Navy to help the Committee in this work, ‘There- 
fore, we appeal earnestly to every officer to consider carefully the questions on the 
card mailed, to answer explicitly, and to return the card to us without delay, 
return postage being guaranteed. Remember further, that as soon as the views 
expressed are tabulated, the cards will be destroyed, and no one outside of the 
Editor and one assistant in this office will have access to them, So eXpress your 
opinions freely and send them to us without delay. 


A GREAT TO-DO HAS BEEN MADE of the uniform General Pershing will wear 
at the Coronation of King George. As a matter of fact, the General would have 
preferred to appear in khaki, which is the symbol of his command of the AEF. But 
a dress uniform was prescribed as the suitable garb for the occasion. Having nothing 
of the kind, the General ordered the uniform fixed by army regulations for a Major 
General, merely adding thereto the insignia of his higher rank. Some commentators 
ridiculed the use of a cape, but this alsois prescribed by the regulations, because it 
can be worn over epaulets, which is not possible with an overcoat. In cool or rainy 
weather, for which London is famous, the cape will be a protection all friends of the 
General would insist upon, especially as he is susceptible to colds. One columnist 
seized upon the departure of the General, and the talk about the uniform, to draw a 
heart-breaking picture of a poor recruit who, he said, was bawled out by the General 
for chewing gum and wearing a sprig of green in his hat during company inspection. 
Probably the incident never occurred, but if it did we are certain neither the soldier 
nor the company commander was reprimanded. That has never been the practice of 
the General. His procedure has been to take notes and discuss any unsoldierly con- 
duct with the regimental commander. We can imagine the appearance of a company 
chewing gum, with each man wearing in his hat whatever suited his fancy! The 
matter is of no consequence, of course, and we refer to it merely because it is another 
instance of the pettiness muckrakers normally display toward those who have 
greatly achieved.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Economy Hits Housing Program—Although it had been anticipated when the cur- 
rent economy wave started, formal action of the Bureau of the Budget this week 
in rejecting the Army’s proposal for legislation authorizing a housing program 
was received with considerable disappointment throughout the service. Fortunately, 
chairmen and members of both the legislative committee and the appropriations 
subcommittee of the House are aware of the dire need of new construction at many 
Army posts and may be expected to take action whenever they consider the time 
opportune, 

There is little doubt but that the War Department's program for an increase 
in commissioned strength of the Army also will be rejected by the Bureau of the 
Budget, although it is understood that formal action has not yet been taken. On 
that measure, however, it is considered quite likely that some modification may 
become necessary in order to secure at least a minimum of personnel to pilot the 
new planes built and building. Computations reveal that with the progress being 
made in the Air Corps a state will soon be reached where there will be more 
planes than there are pilots to operate them unless some increase is granted, 

Although the economy program presages some danger to National Defense, 
considerable relief was expressed in Washington when Senator Byrnes, author 
of the blanket 10 per cent cut program, made it clear in an radio address last 
Sunday that it is not his intention to apply his proposed slash to the regular 
annual appropriation bills. This was welcome news, for application of such a cut 
to the appropriation bills of the War and Navy Departments would have meant 
curtailment of the Navy’s building program, of the Army’s personnel program, ot 
the air construction program, and of most of the programs for materiel replace- 
ment and expansion. Anent the Army’s personnel program, it is interesting to note 
that the strength report of The Adjutant General by Corps Areas, Departments 
and at large reveals a total enlisted strength of 165,003, including 6,391 Philippine 
Scouts as of March 81, 


Sinking of Rebel Battleship—Destruction of the Spanish Insurgent battleship 
“Wspana,” which went down in the Bay of Biscay two miles off the Basque coast 
following an aeriel bombing attack by three Loyalist planes, has aroused con- 
siderable comment among members of the armed forces on both sides of the At- 
lantic. In England, Sir Samuel Hoare, First Lord of the Admiralty, in a speech 
to the House of Commons, declared that according to the captain of the British 
Merchant Ship Knitsley it was highly probable that the Espana was sunk by 
a mine and not by air attack as at first reported. The shelling of the Knitsley by 
the Rebel destroyer Velasca, which was accompanying the Espana, attracted the 
three Loyalist planes involved, he said. 

American Naval authorities now engaged with plans for the construction ot 
two $60,000,000 battleships, believe that the sinking of the Kspana was no genuine 
test of modern warships. They point out that the Espana was 24 years old, having 
been built in 1913, and that in actuality her tonnage—15,452—did not entitle her 
to be classed with modern battleships. With 114 inch armor plate on her decks, 
the Espana fell far below the three inch average on American battleships. 

Taking into consideration the information available on the case, Naval authori- 
ties were almost unanimous in their contention that the sinking of the Espana could 
have been due to many contributory causes, among these the discipline of the 
crew, the presence or lack of water-tight bulk heads, and the disposition of the 
erew ut the time of attack, The factor of chance may also have played a large 
part in the destruction, Naval officials claim, due to the fact that the hatehes may 
have been open, thereby making the isolation of damage a much more difficult 
task. American Naval officials hold that with a full complement of trained men, 
a modern battleship would be almost impregnable to attack from the air because 
of the seperation of the ship into compartments to prevent spread of damage. 

Aeronautics officials, too, are rather skeptical about the possibility of 110 Ib. 
bombs doing more than superficial damage to present day ships. They point out 
that the increased speed of modern ships combined with anti-aireraft guns and 
smoke screen protection, would prove a very elusive target except at prohibitively 
close quarters. 

Information in Washington is to the effect that the Espana was equipped with 
four three-pounder anti-aircraft guns and two machine guns. There is no evidence 
that these guns were brought into action. 


Verdun Medal—in response to a number of inquiries the ArMy AND Navy JOURNAL 
has received with regard to the awarding of the Verdun medal, we are informed 
by the French Military Attache at the Embassy here that the award is made by the 
Mayor and citizens of the city of Verdun, France, to all allied soldiers who partici- 
pated in the Meuse-Argonne offensive in the World War, It is not an official lrench 
Government award. In order to receive the award a War Department record, 
stating participation by the applicant in the engagements in the Verdun sector, 
accompanied by one dollar to cover mailing and secretarial costs must be sent to 
the Mayor of Verdun. 


Witnessing of Naval Pay Receipts—The Navy Department having held that com- 
missioned officers of the Navy are personally responsible for the genuineness of 
the payee’s signature on naval pay receipts of enlisted men on which their names 
appear as “witnessing officers,” it is thought likely that hereafter most officers who 
are required to serve as witnessing officers on pay days will devise a new system 
of witnessing the signatures of enlisted men that will be foolproof against attempts 
of any men to forge the signature of one of their shipmates on a pay receipt in 
order to obtain money fraudulently. 

The test case on which the Department has made its ruling occurred recently 
on board a Receiving Ship, whereon the navy disbursing officer paid out the sum 
of $40.00 on a forged pay receipt. The enlisted man to whom the money was ac- 
tually due was on leave at the time the payment was made and on his return to 
duty, the fact became known that the forgery had been accomplished by another 
enlisted man, In the subsequent investigation, in which the disbursing officer re- 
quested that he be relieved of the $40.00 suspension in his accounts, it developed 
that the payment was made on a pay receipt, duly signed with the name of the 
payee and duly witnessed by a commissioned officer. The latter was accordingly held 
accountable for the money loss due to the forgery on the ground that he had wit- 
nessed the signature of a man who was not the same person as indicated by the 














signature and that moreover, the pay receipt bore a blurred fingerprint 

The effect of the decision in the foregoing case is expected to result in mea. 
sures being taken on board ship, and in particular at receiving ships and nava; 
transports, to protect witnessing officers from being made the innocent victims of 
persons in the service who are bent on forging names on pay receipts. While the 
Navy Regulations are explicit in requiring the witnessing officer to actually wit. 
ness the signing of pay receipts by the rightful payee and the imposition of his 
finger print thereon, there has grown up in some ships, a modification of the actua, 
witnessing which in practice has worked satisfactorily. Under this modification, the 
witnessing of the payees’ signature has been done by delegating this duty to the 
senior petty officers of the several divisions on board ship, these persons being per. 
sonally acquainted with each payee. The petty officer then turns the signed pay 
receipts over to the division witnessing officer who then affixes his signature, the 
whole procedure being a modification of the practice in civil life when it becomes 
necessary to be identified when cashing a check.

Col. Alexander A. Vandegrift, USMC, who has been commanding the Marine 
Detachment at the American Embassy, Peiping, China, will take over Lt. Col, 
Alphonse DeCarre’s job as Public Relations Officer next week. Lieutenant Colone 
DeCarre will report June 1 for duty as the commanding officer, Ist Battalion, 6th 
Regiment, Fleet Marine Force. 


Personnel Changes in Fleet—-Perhaps the largest shift of officers that has ever 
taken place in the fleet will be undertaken on the return of the ships from the 
fleet problem to their regular bases at San Diego and the San Pedro—Laong Beach 
area in the period, commencing May 2s8th to June 4th during which approximately 
four hundred officers, line and staff, in all ranks from junior lieutenant to rear 
admiral inclusive, will be detached from service in the ships and transferred to 
duty on shore, Prior to detachment, all of these officers except those of the Naval 
Academy class of 19830 who have been ordered to post graduate instruction, will 
be relieved by officers of equal rank who have been ordered from shore to sea duty. 

The coming shift will effect these ranks now in the fleet: seven flag ofticers, 
ninteen senior captains, thirty commanders, sixty lieutenant commanders and nearly 
three hundred lieutenants and lieutenants junior grade. On or before the first part 
of June, the following flag officers will be relieved from duty afloat with the fleet:

Harold R Stark to command a cruiser division; Joseph K. Taussig, who will give up 
his bat. div. command to hoist his flag in command of Cruisers Scouting Fleet; 
and William C. Watts who takes over command of the Base Force, U. 8. Fleet. 

The command of all three of the big carriers will pass in June to new captains. 
Capt. Aubrey W. Fitch will turn over the Lexington to Capt. Leigh Noyes; Capt 
William F. Halsey, Jr., now in command of the Saratoga will be relieved by Capt 
Jack Towers, and Capt. Patrick N. L. Bellinger will be relieved in the Kanger by 
Capt. John S. McCain. Capt. Fitch will go to the War College, Capt. Halsey t 
command Naval Air Station, Pensacola, and Capt. Bellinger will relieve Capt 
Towers as chief of staff, commander aircraft, Battle Fleet.

Navy Airplane Contracts 

A contract has been awarded for 15 
VJ-class airplanes (amphibians for gen- 
eral utility purposes) for the sum of 
$571,923. Bids for the constructions of 
these planes were opened in the Navy 
Department April 23. Some of the planes 
will be used as replacements for those 
now in service and others will be as- 
signed to the Naval Reserve. 





Relieve Naval Academy Housing 

Senator David I. Walsh, chairman of 
the Senate Naval Affairs Committee, call- 
ing attention to bad housing conditions in 
Annapolis, suggested this week that naval 
officials attempt to secure a self-liquida- 
ting loan from the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation or other Government 
agency to build officers quarters at the 
Naval Academy. 

At a meeting of the Senate committee, 
May 4, Senator Walsh said that there 
were two matters which he wished to call 
to the attention of Admiral Leahy and 
the other naval officials present, questions 
which had come up during his recent ser- 
vice on the Naval Academy Board of 
Visitors. 

“There are some 560 officers on duty at 
Annapolis, of which only 80 have Gov- 
ernment quarters,” he said. “The re 
mainder, for the most part, are the 
victims of rent gougers. Rents are ex- 
ceedingly high in Annapolis and the quar- 
ters furnished very poor. It presents a 
very serious situation. 

“T think the Navy Department might 
well take up with the R. F. C. or other 
agency, the proposition of securing a self- 
liquidating loan to build some apartments 
for officers in the Naval Academy 
grounds. We have tried to get appropria- 
tions for this purpose and it seems that 
we cannot at present. I suggest that a 
loan might be secured and handled by a 
board of trustees who would be ranking 
naval officers. It could be paid off by the 
officers occupying the quarters from their 


rental allowances. Some legislation 
might be necessary, but that could be 
secured.” 

The other idea Senator Walsh ad- 


vanced was that the Secretary of the 
Navy should set aside regulations in cer- 
tain cases as to the physical disability of 
midshipmen. He said that there were two 
“ases at present of midshipmen whose 
eyesight was affected as the result of in- 
juries in athletics, and that they would 
have to resign. He suggested that they 
might well be retained.

OBITUARIES 


Lt. Col. Bert Milton Atkinson, USA- 
Ret., died at Fitzsimons General Hospital, 
Denver, Colo., April 27, 1937. 

He was born in Newnan, Ga., a son of 
William Yates and Susan Milton Atkin- 
son. He attended the University of 
Georgia and in 1911 was commissioned 
Second Lieutenant of Infantry. 

He served with the Fifth Infantry at 
Plattsburg Barracks, New York, and with 
the Fifteenth Infantry in the Philippines 
and China. In June, 1916, he was trans- 
ferred to the Aviation Service and in 
October, 1917, he was one of the pioneer 
arrivals in France with our air forces. 
As major and lieutenant colonel, he served 
throughout the World War in France as 
an air combat commander. In the opera- 
tions pertaining to the San Mihiel and 
the Argonne offensives, he commanded 
large fractions of American air forces. 
For his war service he was decorated by 
three governments, receiving from the 
American, the Purple Heart, from the 
French, the Legion of Honor and the 
©Croix de Guerre with two citations: and 
he was further decorated by the Belgian 
Government. 

Because of arduous service in France, 
he was forced to retire from active ser- 
vice in 1922 due to disability. In 1924 he 
was appointed Assistant Adjutant Gen- 
eral of Florida on which duty he remained 
until 1933. He had been in ill health since 
that period. He was forced to spend most 
of the time in hospitals. 

He was descended from distinguished 
ancestry. The original Atkinson was a 





judge in the Colony of Virginia; while 
his forebear, John Milton, was the first 
Secretary of State of Georgia. The grand- 
son of the latter, bearing the same name, 
was Governor of Florida during the War 
between the States. Colonel Atkinson’s 
father, William Yates Atkinson, was Govy- 
ernor of Georgia, 1895-1899. 

In 1917 he married Helen Engle and 
three children survive him. He is also 
survived by the following: Mrs. W. Y. 
Atkinson, his mother, of St. Augustine, 
Florida; W. Y. Atkinson, brother, of 
Newnan, Ga., and the following sisters: 
Mrs. George F. Baltzell of Ft. McClellan, 
Ala.; Mrs. Marlin Prather of Baltimore, 
Md., and Mrs. Lloyd Bradfield of La- 
Grange, Ga. 

Interment will be at Newnan, Ga.

Advance Army Officers 

The Senate Military committee has re- 
ported favorably a bill for the relief of 
George A. Woody, Samuel L. Metcalfe, 
Frank W. Halsey, Myron J. Conway, 
John A. Otto, and Leon L. Kotzebue, all 
of whom are majors of Infantry except 
Woody who is a major of ordnance. 

The Senate committee’s report on the 
bill stated: 

The facts surrounding this bill briefly are 
as follows: The officers listed in S. 602 were 
designated as honor graduates of the class 
of 1917 from the Agricultural and Mechanical 
College of Texas. This classification made 
them eligible for commissions in the Regular 
Army upon passing the physical examination. 
Pending appointment they entered the first 
officers training camp on May 9%, 1917, at Leon 
Springs, Tex. In July, 1917, they took the 
physical examination and were found quali- 
field. In August, 1917, they were discharged 
from this camp in order to accept commis- 
sions. However, they were not commissioned 
until October 25, 1917. This delay was caused 
by an error of the commanding officer in the 
training camp in that he misunderstood the 
instructions issued by the War Department. 

The War Department has admitted that an 
error was made but has refused the legisla- 
tion to approve of the request made in view 
of the fact that it might give other officers 
some cause to complain if these six officers 
were placed above them on the promotion list. 

In view of the fact that rank in the Army 
depends upon length of commissioned service, 
as a result of the error, these officers have 
been penalized for almost 20 years by the fact 
that their commissions were given to them on 
October 25 instead of August 15, 1917. 

Careful consideration was given to the re- 
port of the Secretary of War contained in a 
letter under date of February 11, 1087, ad- 
dressed to Hon. Morris Sheppard, chairman, 
Committee on Military Affairs. It is noted 
therein that: “There are hundreds of officers 
on the single promotion list who have equal 
if not greater claim to special consideration.” 
A letter was addressed to the Honorable Harry 
H. Woodring, Secretary of War. 

On March 6, 1937, a letter was received from 
the Secretary of War in which reference was 
made to “hearings before the Committee on 
Military Affairs of the House of Representa- 
tives, Sixty-ninth Congress, second session.” 

An examination of the hearings together 
with the other data before the committee in- 
dicates clearly that an error was made and 
that it can and should be corrected. It is 
believed that justice can be done in this in- 
stance without doing injustice to others, 

The report included a letter Senator 
Lodge wrote to the War Department cit- 
ing Secretary Woodring’s statement that 
“there are hundreds of officers on the 
single promotion list who have equal if 
not greater claim to special consideration” 
and asking how many such cases there are 
and what the facts are. In reply Secre- 
tary Woodring wrote that the question of 
the promotion list has been considered on 
many occasions and the conclusion 
reached that “irrespective of any injus- 
tice and merit of individual claims, that 
time has so solidified the situation that 
legislation could not eradicate any in- 
justice without doing a greater injustice 
to others.” 

In addition the report quoted from the 
report of the Shank’s Board of 1921 in 
which the board reported that the cases 


of the officers involved in the bill was the 
only one in which the board recommended 
that the Department take affirmative ac- 
tion to “correct the palpable injustice 
done these officers.” 





Financial Digest 


The condition statement of weekly re- 
porting member banks in 101 leading 
cities on April 28 shows decreases for the 
week of $66,000,000 in total loans and in-

Gen. John J. Byrne, NGNY ; the Comman- 
dery of the State of New York Military 
Order Loyal Legion by its Commander, 
Mr. Alexander L. Ward; the Veteran 
Corps of Artillery by Col. Chandler Smith, 
ORC; the Society of Sponsors of the U. 
S. Navy by its President, Mrs. R. C. Lang- 
don and a committee with its colors; the 
Second Division Post of the American 
Legion by Mr. John F. Dahl and four 
members; the Churchwomen’s League by 
Mrs. Preble Tucker, Miss Edith Hubbard, 
Miss Marguerite E. Valentine and several 
others, carrying their colors; the Society 
of Holland Dames by a very large gather- 
ing of ladies with their colors; The Camp 
Fire Girls by a large committee; and 
many other organizations. Reverend B. 
A. Tintner represented the Chaplains’ Re- 
serve Corps. 

A most interesting sermon was preached 
by the Rev. Joseph P. McComas, Rector 
of St. Paul’s, who wore on this occasion a 
stole made in the pattern of colonial 
times. He was assisted in the service by 
Lt. Col. J. Burt Webster, Chaplain’s Corps 
U. S. Army, of Ft. Jay, N. Y. 

At the conclusion of the church service 
the procession of the clergy, the societies 
and their colors, moved out to the ceme- 
tery in the rear of the Chapel. The colors 
of the Society of Sponsors of the U. 8.

Area. Earth was thrown on the tree by 
the clergy; Col. Harold Fowler, First

ning; Maj. Richard D. Du Puy, FA, rep- 
resenting General McCoy; Admiral Belk- 
nap; and several of the representatives 
of Societies. A detail of four Sergeants of 
the New York Police under the direction 
of Colonel Fowler assisted in the plant- 
ing of the tree. 

The ushers were Col. Oliver H. Dock- 
ery, USA; Col. Chandler Smith, ORC;

The Chapel and grounds were filled by 
a reverent and interested audience. 





Honor General Harbord 


Maj. Gen. James G. Harbord, Chairman 
of the Board of the Radio Corporation of 
America, will receive the Medal of Merit 
of the Army Ordnance Association at a 
dinner Wednesday, May 12, at the May- 
flower Hotel, Washington, D. C. The 
presentation, to be heard at 10.15 p. m., 
EDST, over the NBC-Blue Network, will 
be made by Brig. Gen. Benedict Crowell, 
president of the association. 

Following the presentation, to be made 
in recognition of General Harbord’s out- 
standing service to the national defense 
and to the industrial development and 
social betterment of the United States as 
a soldier, humanitarian and public 
spirited citizen, General Harbord will 
speak on “Radio and Industrial Prepared- 
ness.” There will also be a talk by Hilarie 
Belloc, eminent English writer. 


Build Submarines 

Sealed proposals for furnishing the 
propelling machinery for the four sub- 
marines of the 1937 program for replace- 
ment of naval vessels will be opened in 
the Navy Department at noon, June 4. 

Sealed bids for the construction of two 
of the four submarines will be opened in 
the Navy Department on June 16. The 
terms of the Vinson Tramme! Act re- 
quires that two of the four submarines 
be allocated to navy yards. 





The Army in Time of Peace 

A valuable contribution was made by 
Representative Lister Hill, chairman of 
the House Military Affairs Committee, 
during the debate on the Army appropri- 
ation bill, which should prove enlighten- 
ing to those members of Congress who 
urge cutting National Defense expendi 
tures to the bone on the ground that they 
contribute little constructively to the wel- 
fare of the Nation. 

Speaking on “The Army in Time of 
Peace,” Mr. Hill outlined the peace-time 
activities and accomplishments of the 
military service, and showed how, apart 
from its principal function of defense, the 
Army has played and plays an important 
part in the every day life of the country. 
His address follows: 

From the beginning of our history the 
Army has played a leading and important 
part in the life of the Nation. When we think 
of the Army we are apt to think of it In time 
of war, the call of bugles, the marching col 
umns moving to battle, and the struggle and 
the conflict. And yet some of the Army's 
greatest services to the Nation have been 
rendered in time of peace. A few weeks ago 
the Ohio River Valley was being inundated 
by the greatest flood in our history while the 
valley of the lower Mississippi was terribly 
threatened, Hundreds of thousands of hu- 
man beings were made homeless and the 
ruthless waters destroyed property amount- 
ing to many millions of dollars. While the 
flood waters were yet rising our Army was 
moving to the rescue. Cooperating with 
great relief agencies we see the officers and 
men of the Army rushing ahead of the rag 
ing waters to save lives; to feed, clothe, and 
shelter the unfortunate people; and to restore 
order to the stricken communities. We see 
Army engineers directing 150,000 men in the

stupendous task of strengthening levees, 
guarding against breaks, and diverting 
mounting torrents to available floodways; 
Army doctors establishing emergency hos- 
pitals and directing the prevention of all 
kinds of disease; Army aviators dropping 


needed food and precious medicines and ser- 
ums to isolated communities; Army radio 
men helping establish communication with 
cities and towns cut off from the outside 
world and sending messages of hope and en- 
couragement to loved ones. 


Flood Relief 

This very hour Army personnel is busy 
about the great work of restoration and re- 
construction of the stricken areas. Once more 
the Nation witnesses the benefit and the bleas- 
ing of having such a body of trained men as 
the Army to meet and grapple with dire 
emergency. Once again the Army responds to 
the call of distressed humanity, as it has done 
time and again in the past, rendering emer- 
gency services in harrowing disaster of 
plague, pestilence, earthquake, flood, and fire. 

After the San Francisco fire in 1906 it was 
the Army that brought order out of chaos and 
administered the emergency relief forces un- 
til civilian organization could be formed. In 
the Galveston flood, the Mont Pelee disaster, 
during the floods on the Ohio in 1912, in the 
Miami hurricane disaster, at the time of the 
awful threat of the Mauna Loa lava flow, and 
in practically every grave civilian emergency 
in our history the Army has made a record 
of achievement and won the admiration and 
appreciation of the people. 


Assistance in Recovery Program 

In the war that our Government has waged 
against the depression Army personnel has 
played an important part, occupying key po- 
sitions in the Public Works Administration, 
the Works Progress Administration, the Na- 
tional Recovery Administration, the Agricul- 
tural Adjustment Administration, the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, and the Department of 
the Interior. The Army has handled emer- 
gency projects of many sorts and has assisted 
materially in the program of economic re 
covery. When the Congress enacted the act 
establishing the Civillan Conservation Corps 
the President called upon the Army to assume 
most of the duties of the mobilization, trans 
portation, administration, and supply of the 
Corps. In a few short weeks the Army mus- 
tered into the Corps more men than were mus- 
tered into the military service during the 
Spanish-American War. 

In many instances these men were trans- 
ported to distant and isolated forest camps 
and there supplied by the Army with all es- 
sential subsistence, clothing, and equipment. 
In an annual report, Mr. Robert Fechner, 
Director of Emergency Conservation Work 
and head of the Civilian Conservation Corps, 
states: 

“Despite the enormity of the work, the 
Army's tasks were so quietly and efficiently

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performed that from the first, enrollees, for 
the most part, were happy and enthusiast 
over their new life.” 

When the American Colonies on the Atlan- 
tic were declaring their independence, the 
Spanish conquerors of Mexico set about estab- 
lishing upon the Pacific coast the flag and 
the authority of Spain. A quarter of a cen- 
tury later an Army expedition under Lewis 
and Clark brought American civilization to 
the West. For the next half century the Army 
was the only public organization able to en- 
courage and assist our pioneer ancestors ip 
their conquering and development of the 
West. The Army conducted nearly all the pri- 
mary expeditions. It constructed the roads 
and trails leading to the West. It built 
bridges and canals. It conducted the surveys 
and prepared the maps which are so neces. 
sary in the opening up of new lands. Army 
engineers initiated most of the accurate meth- 
ods now employed by the Geodetic, Topo- 
graphic, and Hydrographic Surveys of our 
possessions. As the pioneers moved across 
the lonely prairies, through the defiles of the 
hostile mountains, and over the blazing des- 
erts they not only moved over Army roads 
and trails and with the aid of Army maps but 
their goods and their lives were protected 
from wild men and wild beasts by the brave 
men of our Army. 

Development of the West 

At last when the time came to link our 
western outposts with eastern civilization the 
Army located, constructed, and even operated 
the earlier railroads. Our railroad develop- 
ment began with the construction and opera- 
tion by Army Engineers of such well-known 
roads as the Baltimore & Ohio, the Northern 
Central, the Erie, the Boston & Providence, 
the New York, New Haven & Hartford, and 
the Boston & Albany. The Army Engineers 
surveyed and marked the boundary of the 
United States and that of most of the States. 
They helped dig the Chesapeake & Ohio Canal 
and the Erie Canal; they dug the Panama 
Canal; they built lighthouses to make naviga- 
tion more safe; and they increased the depth 
and width of the channels in all the important 
harbors of the country. They have particu- 
larly advanced the possible date of completion 
of the great inland waterways system, which 
includes the upper Mississippi, Missouri, and 
Illinois Rivers, and they have also provided, 
enlarged, and improved facilities at our Great 
Lakes ports. 

Radio and Telegraph Work 

The rapid development of our telegraph 
system after the Civil War was made possi- 
ble because of the work the Army had done 
in building such systems during that war. 
The development of the radio loop in the 
Army led to the radio compass that has made 
possible the utilization of telephone, tele- 
graph, and power lines for the transmission 
of messages as well as for broadcasting and 
reception, The Army initiated the steel in- 
dustry and opened the way for many Ameri- 
can industries. Even the Army experimenta- 
tion in designing tanks and artillery tractors 
stimulated greatly the tractor industry—all to 
the benefit of the farmers and agriculture, and 
the Army Air Corps today helps to protect our 
forests and orchards from pests and disease. 

The Army gave us the Weather Bureau, and 
the study and experimentation of the Army 
Air Corps has contributed mightly to the 
rapid development of aircraft. 

In the Philippines, in Panama, in Alaska, 
Hawaii, Cuba, Puerto Rico, and on the isle 
of Guam the Army has played a commanding 
part in the work of colonization true to the 
best ideals of our Nation. It has built pub- 
lic utilities, eradicated terrible disease, edu- 
cated children, set the example of American 
citizenship, and helped to create institutions 
of self-government and then protect them 
from aggression. There is no more herole 
chapter in all America history than that 
which tells the story of the sacrifices of the 
officers and men of the Medical Corps of the 
Army in the elimination of tropical diseases 
The discovery of the transmission of yellow 
fever by the mosquito by a group of medical 
officers headed by Maj. Walter Reed, of the 
Army, and the elimination of the mosquito 
under the leadership of Gen. William C. Gor- 
gas are landmarks in the progress of science 
in its welfare for the relief of suffering hu- 
manity. 

We cannot forget the service of the Army 
to our Nation in peace and in war. As we 
contemplate the struggles of our country 
through the hundred and fifty years of its 
history we know that the Army has never 
failed to meet every emergency to which it 
has been summoned. It has always performed 
its mission. It has never known defeat It 
has ever brought home the victory. The story 
of the service of our Army to our people runs 
like a golden thread through the very warP 
and woof of our Nation's life. If George 
Washington, who brought our Army into be- 
ing under historic Cambridge Oak and who 
was its first Commander in Chief, could re 
turn to this earth and survey the rec ord of 
the deeds of our Army, surely we may believe 
that that record would be a source of tré 
mendous gratification and pride to him. 
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
